Welcome to the 'reborn' issue of Mosh zine. lssue#0 of this zine was 
release in 1999. I continued in releasing it until 2003, issue #8. During the 
early issues it was more like a DIY music and skateboarding zine. Started 
on issue 8, there's nothing about skateboarding featured in this zine. I 
also stopped skating follow the skate scene updates since 2002 because 
of my health difficulties and the interest became less. 

Then, in 2003 also I joined a group of friends and went on putting out 
6 issues of The Coalition, within the period of 2003-2006. This zine is more 
serious with regular columnist, consistent contents and more than 100 
copies sold for every issue. After issue 5, most of the backbones of The 
Coalition started to enter working life and had professional jobs, got 
married and stuffs. That left me alone to continue the zine. I decided I 
won't continue the zine as I want to do my own style of zines rather than 
tied up with the format of The Coalition. 

I got bored quickly, and keep on changing names of my zines. In 
2004, I put out another zine called Jerangkung Dalam Almari and it only 
lasted for 2 issues. Now, in mid 2006 I was helping my housemate, Rizie to 
do his own fanzine but I saw him intention of doing my own zine. So, I 
decided that we could merge and do one zine, instead of two separate 
zines but living under the same roof. I don't get it why he wanted to do a 
separate record label at first also, since we're living under the same roof. 
He can always join forces with my record label. But, yeah... I encouraged 
new, young and high-spirited guys to do DIY projects and activities. Rizie 
started a record label early this year by the name of Brainwash Records 
and co-released two compilations so far. 

At first I thought of doing a new zine by the name, "Budaya Kuning" 
in English it means Yellow Culture. It's a label for the negative culture 
influenced from the western countries that the government/larger 
society/adults/closed-minded people always coined to the kids who are 
into angry music and stuffs.

per, it's gonna be useless. Think again who the heck 
actually owned those MNC opened in your area? 



Destroyed or distorted? Don't you like Slurpee? To local 
small business, don't be small, be big, you all might be the 
next MNC invading Amerika yeah! Actually the price of 
goods in kedai runchit is much cheaper than 7 Eleven, but 
obviously 7 eleven gained most of their income during 
night time when all the kedai runcit were closed. If a 
'kedai runcit' operates 24 hours and maintain the price 
lower than 7 Eleven I'm sure 7 eleven will be "tapau"ed 
(lose) badly. ..agree? Anyway let's take back what they 
steal from you! 

I saw you guys are active with MySpace thingy. I think its 
an awesome way of communicating. But there are some 
kids spending so much time to edit their page rather than 
doing some other useful things. What do you think about 
it? 

Hahha I saw you there too and you're dammmn cute 
dude (in fact this interview were passed through 
Myspace.com too haha and yeah!)Yup it has revolution- 
ized the way of communicating awesomely, but one 
thing for sure the value of having a real paper and big fat 
parcel is the thing that we shouldn't forget, it's more 
awesome to touch, smell (sniff sniff) and bite stuffs and 
letters.

We want people to commu- 
nicate with us by writing or asking us "hey what the fuck is 
this man?", "what do you mean by this?"," what do you 
mean by that?", so that we can learn and have a win- win 
situation. We want to really communicate with other 
people like what we are doing right now and share the 
ideas, debates and come out with something construc- 
tive, we can always learn more and more. We hope next 
time we can mix other language like Japanese, Manda- 
rin, Tamil, Cantonese, Arabic in our songs. We adore the 
creativity of bands like Petrograd, NAO etc. It shows that 
there's no limitation in creativity especially in punk music, 
you're free to write in anyway you wanted it. 

Why choose Dead Chretiens to make split with, I think the 
sound quality is not that good compared to the recording 
from you guys? 

Well we don't mind at all, DC (not dashboard confes- 
sional...) is one hell of drunk and friendly punk rockers. 
They have added extra alcohol for this split and tadaaa! 
There you have pure honest, nasty drunk sounding punk 
rockers from Canada. To us, it was an honor to collabo- 
rate with anybody who has interest in what we're doing 
and we encourage everybody out there to contact and 
collaborate with us, we don't care how you might sound 
but please again no shitty racism, fascism, sexism etc. Let's 
promote more and more international DIY HC punk 
networking and collaborations! 

How's the punk rock scene at your hometown now? Is 
there any chance for it to shine and be active again like 
how it invaded late 1990s kids? Or is it been destroyed 
totally by the MTV. MTV=virus. Do you agree? 




For me the scene is always shining regardless the time and 
place. If we're talking about trendy shit and stuff it is a long 
and infinite not so funny stuff to discuss. It's just a part of 
the process of learning; in a person's life there are various 
and multiple paths to be chosen. They can always choose 
wherever they want to go and to think and decide. To us 
as long as we realize about manipulated rationality and 
dare to care about the shit happening around us that will 
be good enough. MTV may be bankrupt someday but it 
seems that they're going strong each days, it's a big 
damn mission to actually stop their freaking business, but 
look at a positive side there are still bands in it which 
indirectly promote the HC punk scene, the main important 
thing here is "we" who do know about those virus shit 
should be active to produce more and more stuff, write 
more zines, wear more patches, silkscreen more t shirts, 
produce more video clips etc so we can build up our 
comrades hahah. we should be active spreading our own 
"virus". Let's just do it all out!! 

I can say you guys give political views on your lyrics. DIY 
punk/hardcore kids seemed to share their 
music/message only with their circle friends. What do you 
think? Can revolution be achieved only with 
punk/hardcore kids? Dont we need the larger society with 
us? 

We write whatever we have in our mind and need to 
share with others, we don't care; it might be a lame joke, 
environment, love, and war whatever, it's all politic. About 
your views on sharing messages, I'm not sure the scale of 
how other people (in this case other DIY HC Punk kids) 
sharing their views with other, do they really share within 
the circle of their friend? Out of the circle? Or they don't 
share anything at all, it's up to individual to share 
whatever they need to share, with whom they want to 
share or to achieve whatever they want to achieve, 
doesn't matter who you are, if you're determined to 
achieve whatever you really want to see in your life you'll 
surely do it all out. We're always part of the society or a.k.a 
tools within a big evil nasty machine, be the defected part 
so the whole machine will be ruined too. It's obvious that if 
you want to change the whole world or a country there's 
only two options, 1 . Be a President (esp. American prez) 2. 
Everybody goes radical. 

What do you think about kids selling DIY stuffs at shops? Is 
it not DIY anymore? How about DIY bands which expose 
their bands using some music magazines? 

I don't know where on earth we can actually refer about 
these matters. To us, the main thing is to be rational, and 
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Well, today after class and a little bit of rest, I went down 
to my kitchen to cook dinner. A very rush cooking I must 
say cause I was planning to go out at 8. 1 just took a simple 
dinner which is rice with fried chicken, some fries and 
'nasik lemak' gravy. Haha! Avery 'bujang' dinner my own 
style. I also asked my friend to come to my house very 
quickly because we wanted to join 'Candlelight Vigil 
Against the Carnage in Lebanon 1 at Dataran Merdeka. 

Straight after my 'cowboy bath' and dinner, 
we went straight away to Dataran Merdeka. It was 
organized by Bar Council (Malaysian Lawyer Body). I got 
the information though, from Food Not Bombs Kuala 
Lumpur thru their MySpace message. 

When we arrived at Dataran, there were about 
50-70 people holding banners with anti-war messages 
and candles in their hands. I don't really recognize them 
but some of them are from Food Not Bombs collective, 
some are from keADILan party, and some familiar protest 
faces. There were also some reporters, cameramen and 
many cops. 

I snapped some photos and one lady came to 
me and asked, "Are you from the press?" I replied with a 
no. And she continued, "So who are you then?" I was in 
silence for a moment and then replied, "I was at some 
protests before" she then said, "Do you want a candle?" I 
said yes and she lighted the candle for me. Afterwards, 
my friend took over the camera and snaps some photos 
of me. 

This might be only the forth time I joined street 
protests. I also joined the protest against the fuel price and 
electrical tariff last Saturday at KLCC. The protest against 
high fuel protest might seem a little bit out-dated to some. 
But to me, we still need it. When the NGOs started demon- 
strating a while ago, they always use the slogan "Prates 
sampai turun" or "Protest until they lower the price". 

The protest for oil price might be a bit out- 
dated to some, but I think it still needs to go on. This is to 
show that not all citizens are always obeying whatever the 
government decision whether they agree with it or not. 
They might not lower the price of oil ever but they will think 
about how the citizens' reaction and feelings for their 
future decisions. 

After being at the candle light vigil for about 30 
minutes. Razee and I went to a club in Bukit Bintang called 
Little Havana to witness a gig of some local bands and a 
highlight band which is Force Vomit from Singapore. 

Just before the highlight band arrived, one guy 
by the name of Hishamuddin Rais went on stage as 'The 
Handsome Rais' to do a stand-up comic. This is the 
second time I listened to his stand-up comic. He's so 
hilariously funny. The topic that night was 'typical Malay- 
sian', and he kept on reminding to the audience that he's 
not a Malaysian but rather an 'internationalist'. Among 
the criteria of a typical Malaysian, according to him is 
we're really lazy in walking. We'll go around and around 
the mall just to wait for a parking spot right at the mall 




main entrance so we won't walk at all. That's quite true. 

He said, once his student asked him where his 
car is. And he replied that he don't even own a car. And 
his student asked him, "then how do you come to the 
college?" His answer is "I walk!" His student was 

so amazed and shocked as if his lecturer, is the one who 
'invented the walking system'. Hahaha! 

I think it's a typical Malaysian thing. When you 
start working, it's as if compulsory for you to buy a car. If 
not, your girlfriend's mother won't allow you to marry her 
daughter. Your family will look at you as if you're a freak or 
a loser. I think and from what people told me, it's normal in 
places like Europe for people with Dr. or PHD to ride a 
bicycle to work. It's a good thing for the air and our health, 
unless you're living very far away from your workplace. But 
not in Malaysia, even if your work place is like 10 minutes 
bicycle ride. 
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freaking difference? As long as the price is the same/fair, 
cover the cost of productions, so there should be no big 
deal. Agree? About having band on magazines etc, it's 
really up to the band to do whatever they like to do, who 
cares??... Just remember that, it's their vision of having 
their band, it's their adventure, and we don't know what 
will happen at the end of it, in the future who knows what 
will happen??... 

So, what do you guys do for a living? I think you have one 
song about work stress or something? Is (he pay enough 
for living around Klang Valley? 

Larn and I are now working, while shah is studying. He will 
finish his diploma this year. Yeah we have a song about 
stress and that song is called "hmmmmmmmhmmm", 
from our latest 'Apekebangang' ep, it's a one shot song 
to express or to throw out some angst from our mind about 
working, about the crazy system and about ignorance. 
About pay here...hmm it's ok lah, enough to support our 
solo living hahah.

I read somewhere you used to "busking" around Australia 
when you were studying there. Did you do il for the extra 
cash or the love of music? Or maybe you have other 
reasons? 

A bit of both. For the love of performing songs I liked but it 
was also a good way to earn. Why not earn a living doing 
something you love, right? It also felt necessary due the 
circumstances I was living through during that period or 
else I would've gone insane. 

So, you're a lecturer, do your students know about your 
music activities or do you hide it from them? 

I got nothing to hide man... 

I think you have like 101 music projects, tell us about it and 
some details about them especially the Troubadours. 
Its good exercise! As long as I am still physically and 
mentally able to do what I wanna do or can do, I would. 
Ciplak is a labour of love (in a masochistic way) between 
the three of us (with Aziz Ali and Ronnie Khoo). I'm trying to 
find time to do more stuff as Thunder Coffee 
Club...etc...etc. I dunno man, just gotta keep myself 
occupied, can't let the devil make a playground out of 
my head. 

Troubadours started as simple idea by fellow singer- 
songwriters Jerome Kugan, Tan Sei Hon and myself (we 
registered it as an 'Enterprise'). There was little or none 
support for acoustic or solo performers locally other than 
Unclogged or Acoustic Jam that gave new performers 
space to perform since a lot of band gigs don't really 



What other stuffs have you been up to besides playing 
music? 

Co-organising the Troubaganger acoustic gigs and KL 
Sing Song (at KL Performing Arts Centre in July) with fellow 
banditos Sei Hon and Jerome has been a learning experi- 
ence that took a lot time and effort. Other than teaching, 
I've attended conferences and talks trying to clear up the 
fog regarding music subcultures and moral panics/moral 
policing issues in Malaysia based on my research interest 
and recent developments to academics and college 
students. It pisses me off how the Malay mainstream 
media behave like dumb beasts when it comes to 
popular culture, youths and possessiveness over supposed 
'Malaysian values'. I've also been sporadically messing 
around with some video/visual work but it's nothing to 
shout about as of yet. 

How do you promote your music? How's the feedback 
about the recent ep? 

The feedback and response to Tenets EP has been great, 
considering it being a 100% home-made/DlY effort with 
little hype. My promotion methods tend to be more word- 
of-mouth, passing it around to local distros and selling it at 
gigs, and also email/mailing list, the usual DIY means. 

Tell us what are some interesting music, books/mags, 
movies you enjoyed recently? 

Been listening to the two Bobs; Bob Marley's early record- 
ings and Bob Dylan s 'Modern Times', they're awesome.

I just saw 'Stoned', it's a movie about 
Brian Jones of the Rolling Stones, and it tries to explain the 
mysterious circumstances surrounding his death in the 60s.

If there's no music in this world ever, what will be your main 
interest?

Maybe they (punk/HC) have other 
things to do.

We long to perform the noisy melody that makes 
you jump here and there. 

Last words for the readers? 

We're already at the last words. I want to say thank you to 
all who are loyal to our community. Everyone should get 
rid of their ego and selfish and cronyism. Remember the 
future of the scene is in your hands. Positive or negative 
the scene is, we are the ones who will feel it. remember, 
our scene is a minority but this is the beginning of 
something. Not to forget to Nizang who is willing to tire his 
fingers for this interview.

What do you think about 
it? 

Jamez: I think communication is important no matter what 
way or form it is in, be it hand written zines, online journals, 
myspace, or simply talking at shows.

Don't we need the larger society with us? 
Jcmez: In contrast, there are people who aren't 
punk/hardcore kids contributing more to society then 
punk/hardcore kids. Even if its just dn duntie volunteering 
for a childaid service, trying to raise funds for building 
schools, I think she does more than any of the so-called 
punk/hardcore kids who just sit around and make fun of 
the situation. All i see is people getting drunk and going to 
shows and don't be surprised that fights are still common. 
Talking about shows, there's just too many gigs going on 
nowadays. It's like you don't look forward to a show 
anymore compared to the past where gigs are once or 
twice a month. Crowds are just getting smaller and smaller 
now unless its their favourite band pldying and I think this 
problem contributes to the amount of people we share 
our words and thoughts with. 



Clement: One problem is that it's not always because the 
bands with the views and/or socio-political lyrics that 
choose to share the music/message to their circle of 
friends, sometimes it is so as they're unable to land a gig 
that has a line-up with other bands whose genre differs. It's 
not olways easy to share your views especially in 
Singapore, either you get labeled preachy and idealistic 
or naive and ignorant. Revolution is something to me, very 
self-defined. But Revolution truly begins with oneself, 
whether if it's just to give up o seat to someone needy in 
the train, donating 50 cents to a blind man, turning vegan 
or simply providing a platform is one step closer to achiev- 
ing the revolution I seek.
